THE BOSTON CATHEDRAL. 
DEDICATION OF THE GREAT CHURCE OF THE HOLY 
CROSS. 

Following close upon two other great redigious 
ceremonies, the conferring of the pallmwa upon 
the Archbishop and the consecration. of the 
Charch of the Immaculate Conception, the 
Catholics of the Archdiocese and the City of 
Boston were called upon to participate in a third 
ceremony of equal grandeur, the dedication of 
the new Cathedral of the Holy Cross, which took 
place Wednesday. The ceremonies were of «a 
character in keeping with the magnificence of 
the new place of worship and the labor which 
has brought it to its prescht condition. They 
were performed and witnessed by « very large 
number of the Catholic clergy and laity of the 
Archdiocese, all the Bishops of New England, 
and many of the priests. Following the cere- 
mony of dedication was the Pontifical High 
Mass, which was celebrated by the Archbishop 
of the diocese. The discourse was delivered by 
the Right Rev. Bishop Lynch, of Charleston. 
The church and sanctuary choirs, with the pew 
and powerful organ, rendered the music of the 
mass in a most excellent manner. 

The cathedral measures over 46,000 square 
feet and covers more than an acre of ground. 
In this respect, therefore, it takes prece- 
dence of some celebrrated Kuropean cathe- 
drals—for instance, those of & g. Pisa, 
Salisbury, Vienna, Venice, ancl St. Patrick's in 
Dublin. The style is early Englith Gothic, cru- 
ciform, with transepts, navé, aiske, and cleresto- 
ry, the last-mamed supported by two rows of 
clustered metallic pillars, beausifully bronzed 
aod pohshed and elegantly ormamented. The 
length of the church, ineluding the chapel of 
the holy sacrament on the northeast corner, 18 
364 feet; the length of nave, exclusive of the 
chapel, is 300 feet; With ev the trensepte, 170 
feet; width of nave and aisles, or of the main 
body of the church, 90 feet; height to tne 
wooden ceiling, 99 feet; height to the ridge 
ole, 120 feet. There are two main towers in 

ront and a turret, all of nnequal height, and ail 
in turn to be surmounted by spires. The great 
tower on the southwest corner, with its spire, 
will be 300 feet in height, and the small tower on 
(e northwest corner will be 200 feet. An idee 
of the spaciousness of the floor area may be 
given by saying that the pews sccommodate 
from 3.000 to 5,000 persons, and when the

CONGREGATIONAL GOVERNMENT. 

The erroneons idea is common that each Con- 
gregational Church is independent in all thing 
and that there 1s no ecclesiastical body overt a 
the churches having any power to call any of 
them to account. ‘The questions springing up in 
the Plymouth Church make this a question of 
general interest. Perhaps the following article 
will set the reader right in this matter. It is 
one of those adopted at the General Conveation 
of the Congregational Churches at Boston in 
1865, which revised the old platform which had 
been in force since 1628 : 

A counell orderly 


that such church delfbers receives and maitains 
the doctrines which subvert the foundations of the 
Christian faith, or that it willfully tolerates and up- 
holds notorious scandals, or that it persiste con- 
temne and communion of chucches, 
may, after fit admonation, advise the churches to with- 
hold from that erring church all acts of communion 
till it shall give evidence of teformation. Any church 
after due admonition, may calla council to advise ia 
such & Case, 


A correct statement of the matter would be 


that each church is independent in its internal 
affairs, while in relation to its order, discipline, 
and doetrine, it is amenable to the whole body of 
churches. If its faith should cease.to be «van- 
elical, or it should céase to discipline its mem- 
for unbelief or for evil lives, or should tol. 
erate notorious scandals, and contemn the cvuun- 
cil of other churches, the general council may 


| pronounce it outside of the fellowship of the 


Congregational body.

THE LATEST NEW YORK MODES. 
New Yorke Frening Post. 

Velvet, for outdoor costumes aad for dinner 
and evening dresses, has retained ite popularity 
amid all the new and rich materials which have 
been recently imported. If is worn with dol- 
mans, or cloaks, trimmed to match the skirts, for 
outdoor wear; and with lace, ribbon, and fringe 


for indoor wear. 

Besides biack velvet costumes, there are the 
combinations so fashionable this year of colored 
velvet, with silk matelasse, or any of the new 
woolen goods in corresponding shades, Gray 
velvet is worn with an overdress of gray mixed 
goods; green velvet with en overdress of ladies’ 
cloth; and there are many other shades which 
may be tastefully combined, In these dresses 
the underskirt is of velvet, with alternate floun- 
ces of velvet and silk, the silk also being used in 
the finieh of the ovegiress. Thibet cloth is very 
handsome and appropriate for overdresses iu this 
style. 

A very rich style of goods for full dress occa- 
sons is made in embossed or brocaded velvet, 
the ground being satin and the raised figure in 
velvet. In these a darker shade with a lighter 
one or two blending colors are used. Brown 
satin has a cross-bar of brown velvet; this is 
varied sometimes with fine stripes of color—a 
fine stripe of yellow, for mstance, intersecting 
the finer plaid at wide intervals. , 

Velvet brocades in dark green on a Nile-green 
ground; dark purple on a velvet ground; or 
brown on a étraw-colored ground, and violet on 
a rose-colored ground, are some rather gaudy 
novelties for rich evening dresses. 

A velvet underskirt seems now to be an indis- 
pensable part of a lady’s wardrobe, both in win- 
ter and summer. For those persons whose 
purses cannot afford Lyons velvet, 6 very satis- 
factory substitute is the trimming velvet now 
kept by our best dry-goods. merchants. 

FURS AND FUR-TRIMMINGS. 

Fur bas always;been a favorite and appropriate 
material for trimming velvet garments. Light 
furs are used extensively this season for full 
dress. Of these silver fox, gray fox, chinehil 
anda few of the less expensive light-color 
furs are most used. Russian sable is of all furs 
the richest, and it is, because of its rarity, con- 
sidered the most elegant. Lately it has been 
used by Paris dressmakers as a trimming. For 
instance, a very rich silk dress of seal brown has 
alternate rows of silk shell-ruches and sable on 
: and the overdress and cuirasse 
waist are trimmed with fur; it ie slightly inap- 
propriste, but ite mchness partly excused this 
fault. 

Seal is one of the few skins which is not used 
for wimming. This fur seems likely to become 
a rarity because of its excessive popularity. 
Seal sacques are worn lenger, and are cut more 
closely to the figure.

WARM UNDERCLOTHING.

The foreign fashion of wearing colored flan- 
nel and silk undevelothing is being introduced 
here. The furnishing houses import petticoats 
of pink, or of pale or else dark blue opera- 
flannel, very soft and fine, trimmed with white 
silk embroidery on the edge of the skirt, or else ' 
with a row embroidered ruffle; these cost 
910 each. There are also scarlet twilled flannel 
skirts, neatly wrought with white L 
are worn not oaly by invalids abroad, but 
healthy Englishwomen and by ladies on the Con- 
tinent when traveling; they cost from 5 to 
$5.50 each; their regular price is $10, but they 
have not yet become popular, as ladies object to 
them, just as they did to Balmoral skirts when 
they were tirst introduced, and merchants 
are Offering them below cost. There are 
also under-petticosts made of fleece-lined 
piques, such as children formerly wore for 
dresses. The edges ‘of these are Seal 
loped and overcast wuh needle-work. Ladies 
who object to flannel altogether have silk under- 
petticoats made of the soft, thick, yet elastic silk 
of whieh vesty and drawers are woven. The 
most luxurious under-garments, as well as the 
warmest, are these silken ones, and after the 
wearer bas once supplied herself with an outfit 
of them they last so long that they are found to 
be more economical wear than merino garments. 
The ali-wool regular-made vests and drawers 
made in England bave long been considered the 
best selection for such under-garments, but there 
are American manqfacturers who now make as 
shapely garments, and these are sold at the best 
furnisbiog-houses at lower prices than are asked 
for imported suits. It is the excellent habit of 
the day to dress the body more warmly than was 
formerly done when small figures and contracted 
waists were in fashion; it is the exception to the 
rule now to find man, woman, or child not com- 
fortably clad in warm wool underwear from neck 
to ankles. Cashmere stockings are also made 
d fine and soft that they do not irritate delicate 
skins, and these are far more generaiiy worn 
than they have been for a generation past. The 
tleece-lined silk stockings, colored to match the 
costume, are worn by women of wealth. Felt 
skirts have been very much improved since their 
introduction. They are now as soft and pliable 
as cloth, and are made in as neat colors as wool 
Balmorals. The preference is for the bright 
scarlet felt, or else one of deep navy blue, edged 
with three small box-pleated ruffles. These cost 
#3.75 to @5; for the latter price they are em- 
broidered with white sik by machinery. There 
are lower-priced skirts of gray felt, stamped 
with a colored border, for $2 and up- 
ward. The English fashion of wear-quilted siik 
skirts is also being introduced here. These 
must be very lightly wadded, and with wool 
batting, in order to be sufficiently warm 
without being clumsy and unyielding. 
Many ladies make their own Balmorals of heavy 
gray, black, or blue fignnel, with pleated flounces 
edged with bright-colored braid. The skirt 
should be closely gored, and short enough to es- 
cape the ground—ibdeed, to be very trim-look- 
ing, it shou.d not extend below the ankles. 
Biack moreen, alapaca, and even silk, are used 
for under-skirte, but these require to be weil 
lined for warmth. Chest-protectors of chamois- 
skin and red medicated flannel are worn by 
healthy women as well as invahds during cold 
winters in seaside cities. To be efficient, they 
should also extend over the shoulders and cover 
the shoulder-blades—the weak point with women 
and children. ‘hese are found at the apothe- 
caries’ shops, and cost from $1 to $4, Chamois 
veste in basque shape, with sleeves or without, 
are worn just beneath the outside wrap by most 
ladies, while those who suffer greatly from cold 
put them b4éneatn their dress waists, and wear 
them in-doors as well as out.

EUROPEAN GOSSIP. 


A Visit to Madame Tussaud’s 
Wax-Works. 


The Vicissitudes of a Statue---Queen 
Victoria's Memorial to Her 
Dead Husband. 


The Marriage ef Arsene Houssaye’s Son--- 
How the Elder Houssaye Got 
Rich, 


MADAME TUSSAUOD'S WAX-WORKS. 

A London letter to the St. Louis Globe- Dom- 
ocrat, spesking of a visit to Madame Tussaud’s 
Wax-Works, says: Every great celebrity of the 
day, im every part of the world, has a good 
chance of getting a niche in this Baker Street 
Temple of Fame; consequently the catalogue is 
a long one. In the first large room there are 136 
figures ; in the Hall of Kings, 57; in the Napo- 
leon Room, 18; and in the Chamber of Horrors, 
45— making 255 altogether. Besides these, there 
are about twenty other curiosities, cog prising 
busts, pictures, jewels, models, and relics. The 
originator of this great exhibition, which still 
bears her name. — Madame Tussand & Sons” is 
the present style of the firth,—has been dead 
now some years, having departed this life in 
1850. Madame Tussaud (quoting from the cat- 


alogue) was a native of Berne, in Switzer-. 


land. At the age of 6 years she was sent to 
Paria, and placed under the care of her uncle, 
M. Curtius (artist to Louis XVI.), by whom she 
was instructed in the fine arts, of which he was 
an eminent Professor. Madame Tuesand had 
the honor of wmstracting Madame Elizabeth, 
sisterof Louis XVI., to draw and model, and 
was employed by that amiable Princess until Oo- 
tober, 1789. Accordingly, Madame Tussaud spent 
a great portion ot her life at the Tuilleries and 
at Versailles, where she had the best opportuni- 


ties of becoming scquainted with the nobility | 


and talent of the French Court, besides being 
occupied executing many commands: The 
most admirable specimen of her taient in the 
present oullection is the portrait of the famous 
wit, Voltaire. In 1802 she left France, and from 
that period exhibited her collection of figures in 
the yin pal cities and towos of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and for more than twenty years in 
London. 

Let me begin, then, now and make a few re- 
marks upon some of the figures as I noticed 
them. On elevated stands to the right and left 
of the dcor stand George Washington and Ben- 
jamio Franklin. They are both, of course, life- 
size aud suitably attired. Washington was 
taken, they say, from a bust executed during 
life. He wears a handsome black velvet coat, 
with a row of brilliant, diamond-lke- i 
buttons in front; shirt-rafiles in front, 
black silk stockings to the knees. He also hag 
buckles on bis shoes, according to the fashion of 
the day. When I add that his hair was powder- 
ed, that a sword hung by his side, and that he 
had on 4 white cravat, I have completed my 
description of the first President, as he probably 
appeared on great occasions at the White 

ouse. k thought the effect 
whole was very good, 
believe that the features gave a truer idea of the 
great original than one gets from many of the 
portraits extant, especially the more common, 
cheap sort. Franklin also well repaid an at- 
tentive five minutes there, in his spuff-colored 
Quaker’s garb. The features seemed well done, 
as far as I could judge, andthe garb was em- 
nently characteristic of the City of Brotherly 
Love 100 years ago, aod is, no doubt, such as 
the great philosopher and statesman frequently, 
if not invariably, wore. Next to Washington, on 
the right, we come to some royal — as 
they ap ed in their infancy, namely, the 
Prince of Wales and the Princess Royal. The 
latter is now Crown Priocess of Prussia, and she 
is bere seen as a very little girlin the cot along 
with her still more baby-like brother, the infant 
Prince of Wales. He was ber janior, and, as 
1% was taken in 1842, could scarcely have 
been s twelve-month old. As a work of 
art it seems almost perfect,—the features 
of the children are so delicately, so delightfully 
done. The Prince of Wales, attired in royal baby 
costame, which I admired but am quite incom- 
petent to describe, lies on hia back, with his 
head slightly raised, looking aod laughing at his 
sister, who site also in the cot, in a neat 
little frock, and langhingly shakes a child's rat- 
tle at her amused baby brother. The cot itseif 
is a handsome work of art, and said to be u fac- 

simile of the original at the palace. I notice 
that the lady visitors seem much interestec in 
the cot id its contents, Leaving the babies, I 
came next toa French gronp—namely, Thiers, 
MacMahon, and Marshal Bazaine. are 
in private clothes—black frock coatse—and 
are, I should think, pretéy well done. I 
knew the ex-President, M. Thiers, at once. 
Bazaine is represented asa good-looking man, 
although be did surrender at Metz (a very ugly 
transaction), and full justice, I should think, is 
done to the present President MacMahon, who 
shews a commanding military presence, and one 
of those Roman noses so largely indulged in by 
Cesar, Wellington, and other great conquerors.

WABASH AVENUE. 

That portion of Wabash avenue lying be- 
tween Adams street and the southern limit of 
the fire of 1874 is still in a comatose condi- 
tion. The laying of the hors@railroad track 
gave it one impulse, and there have been a 
gpod many improvements since the cars have 
been running and the street newly paved ; 
but there is still a large amount of id® prop- 
erty and a stretch of ruins that is uupleasant 
to the eye and damaging to the city at large. 
We think this is due to an erroneous policy 
on the part of the property-owners. A policy 
might be adopted which would build up the 
entire street within a short time and bring in 
a reasonable return on a fair valuation of the 
property. The proper thing to do with this 
Wabash avenue property is to line it with 
modest but substantially-built residences or 
compartment-houses. Houses of this char- 
acter which have already been constructed in 
that locality have been rented readily, and 
there is such a demand for just such houses 
that, if all the vacant lots were occupied in 
this way, the residences could all be rented 
before the Ist of May next. The accessibility 
of the location, associated with the compara- 
tive retiracy from the busier streets, would 
place such houses as we speak of in active de- 
mand. 

The trouble about this Wabash avenue 
property, we suspect, is that its owners expect

THE TAXATION OF CHURCH PROPERTY. 

The Premdent in his message has spoken 
out plainly upon the subject of the exemp- 
tion of church property from taxation, and 
recommends ‘‘ the taxation of all property 
equally, whether church or corporation, ex- 
empting only the last resting-place of the 
dead, and, with proper restrictions, church edi- 
fices.” It is possible, and perhaps altogether 
probable, that this recommendation will ex- 
cite opposition among some of the members 
of churches; but this does not dispose of 
the fact that the President’s position is well 
taken. According to his figures, the church 
property of the United States in 1850 which 
paid no taxes amounted to, at a very 
low valuation, $83,000,000. In 1860, it had 
more than doubled. This year it is 
estimated at $1,000,000,000, and, if it 
keeps on increasing without check, he 
estimates that by the year 1900 it 
will reach a sum exceeding $3,000,000,000. 
We have not the data by which to judge of 
the correctness of the President’s figures, but 
the value of untaxed ecclesiastical property 
is simply enormous. It is at least safe to 
say—and no one will deny the statement— 
that the amount of church property in the 
United States is increasing immensely every 
year, and that all this vast property pays no 
tax for its protection. The immensity of this 
property may be realized by remembering 
what millions it has cost to rebuild the church 
property in this city destroyed by the fire of 
1871. There are thousands of churches all 
over this country valued all the way 
from $1,000 to $1,000,000. A 8200, 
000 church almost invariably stands 
upon a $100,000 lot, and the same 
proportion holds with the smaller churches. 
Every church in this city was rebuilt after 
the fire larger, handsomer, and more osten- 
tatious than before. It is the tendency of all 
churches, as they grow larger and more pow- 
erful, to develop the moneyed side, to accumu- 
late property, and to make a display of wealth, 
and fashion, and ornament, Some churches 
own only the ground upon which they stand, 
others an entire block, and many, like Trinity 
Church, of New York, hold heavy amounts of 


cr TAXATION, | 
There seems to be an impression that the 


old limitations on city taxation are retained : 
under the present charter. This is an error. 
The only limitation is a general one, con- 
taihed in an araendment to the Incorporation 
act, passed in April, 1873. It provides that 
the aggregate amount of taxes levied for any 
one year shall not exceed the rate of 8 per 
cent upon the aggregate assessed valuation of 
all property assessed. The full exercise of 
this limitation will impose a larger taxation 
than ever upon the property-owners, and the 
public is at the mercy of the Common Coun- 
cil, with whom the discretion is vested. The 
present charter gives the Council much great- 
er latitude in the distribution of the taxes 
than under the old charter, which limited the 
amounts as follows:

| “THE NEW MAGDALEN,”

two which has been sketched above finding a 
verdict on the play. The first question which 
would be apt to puzzle them would be the exaci 
degree of the New Magdalen's guilt.

AT HOME. 

THE PRINCIPAL FEALURES OF THE WEEK 
which has just closed were the Barpabee con- 
certs on the South and West Sides, which drew 
overflowing houses, showing that the people are 
willing im these dull times to pay for anything 
that can provoke a jaugb, and that they had 
faith that Barnabee could accomplish that some- 
what diflicult feat, as things are now going ; and 
the first season concert of the Beethoven Society 
on Thureday evening, at McCormick’s Hall, 
which gave us a list of Mendelssohn's music 
that has vot been heard hére since the days of 
the old Mendelssohu Society—the Ninty-fifth 
Psalm, the Hymu for alto and chorus, and the 
Loreley fragment. Would they had only been 
done as well as in the old times! We have 
already noticed the concert very fully in detail 
and pointed out the particular defects, so that 
we need not repeat them now. As they 
were apparent to the public, and to the 
Society itself. they must have been 
apparent wo Mr. Wolfsohn, who will un- 
doubtedly set himself seriously at work to reme- 
dy them. This is very necessary in view of the 
ambitious work the Society still has before it ; 
for, if the Society makes slips in the calm sea of 
Mendelssohn's music, what will they not do in 
the distractions of Lohengrin and Beetho- 
ven's Prisoners’ Chorns—that rock in Fi- 
delio ” upon which so mary choruses have split 
and gone to pieces? With the exception of the 
basses, not one of the other parts at the late 
concert had leading voices, although the sopranos 
and altos were very self-reliant. Mr. Wolfeohn, 
however, cannot be expected to accomplish much 
without lieutenants in each part, and a good 
many among the tenors, who are 
now a somewhat feeble band of brethren. 
It would be better to hire three 
or four steady, reliable voices than to hobble 
along on three legs. By all of which we do not 
mean to say that the Society cannot sing. Not 
by any means. Some of its work, especially in 
the Loreley music, was very fine. But it is old 
and experienced enough now to do thoroughly 
effective work, and to come before the pablic 
witbout having to be publicly corrected by the 
conductor. ore rigid discipline in the ranks 
will do your singers good, Mr. Wolfsohn.

Hudson and Mies Angel.“ 


Sculptors and Fainters Figuring 
as Heroes and Heroines.

TWO ART NOVELS. 
CRITICIGM BY HARRIET w. PRESTON. 

The following letter—umpublished elsewhere 
possesses the greater value from being by a 
hand not unpracticed in literary work similar to 
that subjected to review. Although the writer's 
bighest claims in the literary world are founded 
on ber admirable translations, in verse and 
prose, of Mireio,” “ Madame Valmore,” eto.

Sir Walter Scott introduces an artist,—Tyrrell, 
in St. Ronan's Well,”—and Dickens in Little 
Dorrit” gives us Henry Gowan ; and there are 
other characters from the artistic professions 
scattered through various English novels. The 
plavs and romances of French writers, such as 
Balzac ana About, furnish similar examples, aud 
all these characters are employed by Mr. Ham- 
erton to point out the unjust social under-esti- 
mate of the profession of artists in England 
and France. From this shallow social prejudice 
we are fortunately free in this country, 
and artiscs, like lawyers, storekeepers, engineers, 
editors, and otber persons who earn an honest 
living, are more generally estimated by their 
personal quality, and not the character of their 
profession. Especially ia this true of all classes 
in the West, and im Chicago, the exponent of 
the West.

WILL MR. HEATH PLEASE RISE AND EXPLAIN? 
To the Editor of The Chicago u, 

Curcago, Dec. 11.—In this morning’s Ta- 
TNE, in your report of the proceedings of the 
Committee oa Finance of the Common Council, 
at its meeting held in the Citg Clerk’s office, 
occurs the following: An ordinance in refer- 
ence to the abolishment of the Tax Commission- 
er’s office was laid over for further considera- 
tion,“ which action requires more than the brief 
mention embraced in that paragraph, as it 
operates to perpetuate the greatest of the many 
flagrant abuses imposed upon the tax-ridden 
people of th.s city by the present bummer City 
Administration. 

In consequence of the adverse decision of 
Judge Wallace, in July last, on the application 
of the city for judgment in the cases of delin- 
quent taxes assessed for the year 1874, 
through the machinery of the Tax-Com- 
missioner’s office (an office created by the 
present City Government te reward one of 
its most distinguished supporters), the 
Common Council, op the 9th of last August. 
certifiéd to the County Clerk the amount of 
money required to be assessed and collected un- 
der the provisions of the General Revenue law 
for city purposes fogthe year 1875, which action 
by the Council not only rendered the work of 
the Tax Commissioner’s office of no earthly ase 
up to that date, but left him and bis clerks with 
absolutely no duties to perform in connection 
with the City Government, excepts the orna- 
mental one of holding down office chairs for 
which our tax-payers are paying at the rate of 
$30,000 a year. 

The Council should bave at once passed an 
ordinance repealing the ope creating the office 
of Tax Commissioner, and seat him off to earn 
an honest living, if possible, elsewhere; and by 
reféfence to the printed proceedings of 
the Council it eppears that there bas 
been such an ordipance introduced there 
several times. but each time it baa been 
sent to a Committee and then smothered, 
as is attempted to be done by the Finance Com- 
mittee, as shown by their action, which this ar- 
ticle is written to cal) the attention of our tax- 
payers to, as Well as to say to that small number 
of the Financ’ Committee whom the peopie 
have every reason to expect to be upright, tia 
you cannot trifle wich this matter; you must re- 
port thie ordinance back, and vote for ite pas- 
sage, Or one similar to it, as the tax-payiag peo- 
pie do not wilhogiy pay money for the support 
of useless and worthless officers, particularly 
such a ope as 18 now playing Tax Commissioner.

Yesterday afternoon, in the office of the 
Board of Public Works, the Joint Court-House 
Committees of the Council and the County 
Board, together with the Board of Public 
Works and the-Architécts,—Mersrs. Egan aud 
Tillev,—beld u final session, at which Egan's 
new plan for an elevation was finally adopted, 
so faras the Committee were concerned, and 
further consaltations made unnecessary. There 
was a good deal of persona! talk and pot & 
little dum ombe expressed. which bad very lit- 
tle connection with the maiter at ‘issue, and 
was of really oo interest to the gen- 
eral public. As has been the case 
before, Egan received more than half the praise, 
while Tilley recerved the other end of the stick, 
ezpeclaMy from Ald. Schaffner and Commission- 
er Wahl, who seemed not a little out of temper. 
The fo lowiog named gentlemen were preseut : 
Mayor Colvin, Messrs. Prindiville, Wabi, aod 
Thompson, constituting the Board of Public 
Works; County Commissioners Johnson, Gueo-

A CONSULTATION. 

Mavor Colvin—Can you not decide to-day ? 

Mr. Prindiville—1 don't know. I would hke 
to see the other Commussioners first and consuls 
with them. 

The three Public Works Boarders then bopped 
to their feet. and immediately three coat-tails 
diaapveared through an ante-room door. What 
transpired in that etarchamber session the 
membere alone know, bat certain it ia that 
thee emling faces emerged from that 
aute-room but a very few minutos 
after. Each took his seat, and, amid the magi 
mofbund silence, doring which the May 
sneezed, Holden coughed, and Guenther biew 
his nose ou a yellow-edged bandana, Commis- 
siover Prindiville rose to his feet and stated chat 
the Board were satisiied with the elevation, of 
course, meaning Mr. Egau's. Tue Board ao- 
proved of it, and be thought that the Council 
and County Commissioners would concur with 
the three geutlemen. If any slight alterations 
were ro quite be thought that the architect was 
willing to make them. 

A LEADING ‘QUESTION. 

Mr. Stone—Do you thiu« tue approval of the 
Council essential to the ade ption ? 

Mr. Prindiville stated that Attorney Adams 
bad given the opirien that they should ask the 
concurrence of the Council, but that of the city 
architect was unnecessary. The Council, bow- 
ever, could delegate its powers to the Doard of 
Public Works, but not to a mere employe of the 
ety. He thought they should ass the concur- 
rence of the Council, and if Mr. Iuley would 
not agree or obey the orders of the doard of 
Pubhe Works, then the Council must dismiss 
bim or get anothar arcu tect. 

Mayor Colyvia once more arose iu his majesty 
and launched forth into a lecture of praise and 
ceneure. He said that at the iaet meeting 
Messrs, Tilleey and Egan had stated that they 

sould agree. Mr. Tilly bad ia len back on his 
old Eureka plan for adoption. Nearly every- 
body he had met was disgusted with the delay 
had, aod he, too, was disgu+ted, and would dilly- 
daliy no louger. As the opinion of the Board of 
Public Works favored the new plan presented, 
he thought it should be adopted. He was 
in favor of the dome; the people wanted 
it, and thev should have it. He thought 
it was taeir duty to :efer the matter back to the 
Council because it bad fixed on a price to be paid 
for the building. sie would move he adoption 
of the plan, eubject to the concurrence of the 
County Commissioners and City Council, Most 
of the former body were present, and they 
favored the plan aud had so expressed them- 
selves. The people were not particular as to the 
cost so long as they had a buildiog that suited 
them, and hs moved tue adoption of the plac 
in formally. subject to the exceptions noted 
above. 

ASKING FOR JUSTICE. 

Alderman Quirk then took the floor. He 
begged the pardon of the mesting for this ap- 
parent mtrusion, as he was not a member of 
any of the Commuctees, but it appeared to him 
that before they adopted a plan they should try 
and have harmony created between the two 
architecte, for they each had a professional 
prule and honor at stake in this matter; aod 
what they termed professional pride migut, per- 
haps, be termed jealousy. He thought that 
Mr. Tilley ougbt to have some say in the 
adoption of a pan. He was in the 
interest of no one, and he waoted 
that distinctly understood, bat he only wanted 
to see justice aod fair play.

Mr. iilley bad stated to him tnat be thought the 
design a good ene, but that some alterations 
were nec He wanted to see them wait, 
and see if Mr. Tilley would harmonize. 
After the plan was adopted Mr. Tilley would 
stand no chance. He had as much profersionai 
pride as any other mac, aod had maoy werm 
friends in the Conncil, and that they would not 
ratify such action as was proposed to be taken 
in the meeting they should be assured of. 

The remarks of Ald. Quirk brought Ald. 
Schéffner up standing. He went over the ground 
of the Court-House muddle chronologically, and 
then said that Ald. Quirs misunderstood the 
matter, or he would not have made the statement 
he bad. Meesrs. Tilley and Egao had each prepared 
a plan. Egan’s was e udemned because 
in its exterior it was too plain; and Tilley’s was 
not a proved of because it was impracticable. 
He next assailed ‘Tilley’s *‘ Eureka” plan, and 
said that be disclaimed anv feeling in the matter, 
He wanted to see Mr. Tilley come to the Board 
of Public Works as Mr. Egan had. Al) the 
etumbling-biocks bad come from Mr. Tilley. 
His friends might say what they pleased. While 
the county had undoubtedly acted in undue and 
upjustifiavie haste, they now ackuowledged it, 
and were willing to make ameads. If Mesars. 
Egan and Tilley had workefl together, they would 
now have been ordered to go on with their work. 

COLVIN VICTORIOUS. 

The Chair then stated that the question came 
upon the adoption of the Mayor's motion. A 
vote was taken, at which not more than 2 aves 
responded, and no negatives, and the Chair 
stated that the motion had been unanimously 
adopted, and #0 Egan's plan stood approved. 
subject to the actioa of the Commoa Couacil and 
County Board. 

Commissioner Guenther was perfectly willing 
to leave the matter in the hands of the Board of 
Public Works, but he could not see how the 
County Board could do anything until they re- 
scinded their former action. 

Commissiover Johneon stated that, as he un- 
Gerstood it, the plan bad ouly been adopted by 
the Board of Fubli> Works. 

Commissioner Guenther stated that he under- 
stood that, but he could not see how the county 
could adopt two plans for the same building. 
Hethought before they could take any further 
steps they would have to reconsider their action 
on the adoption of Mr. Egan's firat plan. 

C. C. P. Holden stated that, as he understood 
it, the Board of Public Works recommended the 
plan which showed merit, and the Mayor ap- 
proved of it, and moved ite adoption, and thev 
merely wanted an expression, io order that they- 
could go before che County Board backed up. 

A DISCLAIMER. 

And here Commissiover Wahl wanted to have 
asay.

Mr. Tilley was called u to explain. He 
arose and said that the 
noon, and some of the action and speeches had 
heretofore, had placed bim in a very pecul ar situ- 
ation. He had been elected as architect by the 
city. avd be had caleniated to act io a manner 
that would be best for the interests of the city 
and the vublic, for the Common Council and 
the Board of Public Works, and had thus gone 
to work end made bia plans. Io this 
connection he would say that. prior to this Mr. 
Egan had made his p'avs, and two days after uu 
(Tilley’s) election they had been adopted bv the 
County Board. Two days after this he was ask- 
ed to 


GO OVER TO MR. EGAN’S OFFICE, 
but then be possessed no authority. After that 
he received a oaotice of his election 28 
eity architect, end he then at once fell 
to work. He had asked the Law De- 
partment if he needed @# contract with the 
city, and he was informed that nothing further 
was needed than the official notice of his election, 
which he bad received. He then went over to Mr. 
Egau's office, and found that bis plans had been 
made and his design had been adopted by the 
County Commissioners, and the working design 
was nearly completed. He had only ove chance 
in the matter: that was to fall io with Mr. Egan 
or to prepace a new plan. He thought that as 
each would have to get a plan, he designed one, 
and got it up, shen 
THE ARCTIITECTS’ WAR 
as it was called, was commenced. He had sub- 
mitted his plan to the Board of Pubne Works. 
aud Mr. Egan had done the same. Every objoo- 
tion possible bad been raised against bis (Tilley's) 
plan, and he thought that they bad ignored his 
ideas and feelings in the matter, and that he was 
merely intended as a figure-head, while Mr. 
Egan was to have the «bole credit of the de- 
sigo. He saw thie plainly and to his own satis 
faction, aod saw that all he could do was to sub- 
mit to Mr. Egan's plan, and work only un- 
der nis design. He had been told by an Alder- 
man and member of the Board of [’ublic Works 
that he bed no rights or auything to aay in this 
matter; that he couid work ouly as an employe 
of the city, the same as the laborer who swept 
the streets, and that he bad no more sgay-80 as 
to what was wanted. 
A WRATHY ALDERMAN, 

This speech brought Ald. Schaffner to bis 
feet. He said that Mr. Tilley had uot spoken the 
truth, aud bad made any emount of misre 
iesentatioms. He then buried the whole 
matter back at him, and said he bad as moch 
respect for the poor laborer who swept the strect 
as he had for Mr. Tilley. That he was as honor- 
able as the architect when he made such rash 
sta ements and acqgsations, and that be did more 
service for his pay chau Mr. liliev, 

Mr. Princlivilie said that Mr. Tilley’s assomp- 
tions were uus arran ed. There was vo feeling 
towards bim in the Board of bu Le Wo: ka,except 
of kindnese. They had tried io every way to 
bring about harmony, and, while be would rot 
oraise Mr. Egan, the obstacles thrown in the 
way were always by only one person. 

Another discussion of a persona) character fol- 
lowed, durmg which Aid. Schaffner asked manv 
ques ions tending to clear humself from the 
charge mado by Hr. Lilley. 

Mr. Egan then male a long personal explana 
tion, in whieh be justified hie action. 

Alc. Schaffner stated that it a not his de- 
sire to throw aside all the old plans at the time 
of the passage of the resolution at last meet up. 

Mr. Tilley stated that he wished to rectify cer- 
tain statements made by Ald Schaffoer. He 
had not refused to go on with auew design, as 
be had said, but that the archi‘ects had been in- 
structed to go om ip accordance with Egan's 
ground plac. 

Aid. Schadner— There was no limit put to the 
modifica ons. 

Mr. Tilley—There was no definite action taken. 
It was mre talk. 

Mr. Prindiviile then read the resolution. 

A DISGUSTED CON MiSSIONER. 

Commissioner Wabi! said that he would like to 
know, as Mr. Tillev aeseried tha: he was alwa s 
ignored, if he woutd not have ignored the Coun- 
ty Board enfirely if he could. Ihey were willing 
to let the city do asit pleased, ani Lille ex- 
pected that the Count“ Board would 
adopt his plan, with its crooks, cic. 
He asked if Megal pressure had been 
brought to bear on the Board of Fublic 
Works. Mr. Tilley had made some suggestious 
which were not allowable under the circum- 
stances. He did not like Egan's exterior, and 
wher he found it was not suitable he went on to 
change it, iustead of drawing up a legal docu- 
ment and shoving it under their noses inctead 
of aplan. if Tilley drew that up, he would 
esy that Tilley was a detter lawver 
them an architect. This had been mere child's 
play, and if thetwo architects could not have 
acreed he was in favor of baving them both 
bounced long ago. He was willing to take 
Egan’s part. and was not afraid to say it. It 
was only hi- courtesy that was the pressure that 
had been brougbtto bear upon the Board, If 
there had been any other outside, he knew noth- 
about it. 

Ald. Schaffner then made a personal exvlana- 
— going over nearly the same ground as Mr. 

ahl. 

Some other personalities took place, durin 
which Mr. Wah! said that Egau would furnish 
them beautiful square rooms instead of alcove, 
bed, and bar-rooms. After this remarkable ex- 
hibition, the meeting finally adjourned.

METHODIST CHURCH STATISTICS.

Sprinerix.p, III., Dec. 11.—The General Min-

Southern Illinois Cooference: Members, 25,826; 
traveling preachers, 160; local preachers, 308 ;

PLYMOUTH CHURCH FINANCES. 

New York, Dec. 11.—The annual meeting of 
Plymouth Church took place last evening. The 
annual report showed that the number of charch 
members in December, 1874, was 2,890; the 
number admitted since is 176; the number re- 
moved is 76, of whom 6 were dropped from the 
roll. The total membership at present is 2,490, 
an imcrease of 100. Of this total number, 1,575 
are females, and 915 are males. There were 
2,844 pupils in the schools, and 255 teachers. 
The sum of $111,414 was raised during the past 
yeat, exclusive of the personal contributions. 
Of this sum, $70,000 was from pew-rents. The 
pew-rents of the last five years have been 6306, - 
000, more than $100,000 of which has been de- 
voted to charity. Mr. Shearman reported, in 
addition, that, notwithstanding the church's un- 
paralleled difficulties, its inward prosperity has 
remained unchauged. The unity and harmony 
of the church were unchanged, and the feeling 
between the pastor and church had been 


strong thened.

BASE-BAL!. 
DEAD va. LIVELY BALL. 
A Chicago paper called the Field makes an ar- 


gument in favor of a lively ball for next year, 


which is not only entirely fallacious, but gives 
u wroug idea of the points at issue. The writer 
argues in favor of a liveiy ball because it makes 
better fielding as be says. Nothing could be 
more inaccurate, and the veriest novice in the 
game knows that a quick ball reduces infielding 
to a minimum and gives three-fourtos of the 
work to the outfielders. It lowers battiog from 
a ecionce to a mere bull-like exertion of strength, 
and enables a big. heavy, muscuiar man like An- 
sou to prevent any intielding at all on such 
bits as he gets square on. o man doesn't 
live who caa at short feld a lively ball 
which Anson, Meyerle, or White hits fairly and 
with all his power. Illustrating this, the reader 
will remember that in a game with the Bostons 
this year in -Obicago, Peters bit » dead ball at 
George Wright with such force that it kaocked 
him down fairly and clearly. If the same hit 
had been made with a lively ball, Wright would 
have either gotten out of the way or had a lump 
put on bim. 

If a wants to see fingers and limie 
broken be should advocate a likely bail, 
otherwise pot. Before the Field was born 
into tus world, Chicago had a club which 
was occasionaliy victim of a lively ball. and it is, 
remembered that during that era it took abou 
thirteen men to pick a nine out of, and there 
were generally five players laid up with broken 
fingers. McAtee and Duffy in those days had a 
broken finger most of the ume and King ali the 
time. 

To sum up the features of lively-bail games, it 
may be said that they eee last three or 
four hours, result in from to 100 runs, nearly 
kill the wfielders, and are generally a beastiv 
nuisavce. They never did aud oever can eu- 
courage fine flelding or fine batting.

THE WAR IN MISSISSIPPI. 

Mrwruis, Teon., Dec. 11.—The following ac- 
count of the origin of the riot at Rolling Fork, 
in Iesaquera County, Miss., ie obtained from «a 
geptioman just from there, who was present at 
the time. On Saturday night, Nov. 7, a party of 
negroes had assembled at the village, and were 
drinkiog and carousing. One of them 
pushed a youth whom he met in 
the street to one side, using rougb lan- 
guage. At the same time the youth responded 
with a pocket-koife, inflicting a scalp-wound oo 
the oegro, and then fled to a store for safety. 
The remaining pegroes became very much ex- 
asperated, and vowed vengeance. To prevent 
this, warrants were obtained for the youth, 
charging him with aseanit with intent to kill, 
but before it could be served the negroes bioxe 
imto the store and beat young Laird 
severely with au iron bar, and 
finally one of them shot him in the 
thigu. At the report of the pis'o!l the pegroes 
ran, but the whites began to assemble, fearing a 
general riot, and pursued them and ca tured ten 
of them. Taking them to tbe village, they 
placed them in a store-house and put a guard 
over them. During the night ove of 
the guard not upon duty came out 
on the porch with % gun on hs 
shoulder, aod was ordered away by the 
sentinel on duty. Ashe turn, his gun, which 
wae cocked, struck aeainst a Window and was 
discharged. Tce negro prisoners, thinking diey 
were being fired upon, stampeded. and the 
guard opened up an indiscriminate firing, 
wounding two of their own number and two of 
the negroes, all slightly, but the prisoners es- 
caped. ‘That day (Sunday) the most intense ex- 
citement prevailed there, as it was learned 
that Noah Parker and Arthur Brooks, 
two notorious negroes, were trying to organize 
pegr oes for assaulting the place, and the «hites 
were organized, under the Rev. Mr. Ball, a 
Baptist, who arrested Brooks and Parker, and is 
the attempt of the negroes to rescue them the 
reconire reported last night occurred. 


CHAMPAIGN COUNTY CASES.

Paxton, III., Dee. 11.—On the seventh day of 
October last Willis Conn shot in cold blood 
Robert Miller, an aged farmer, living about 5 
miles north of this place.

Fora number of years past he bas been 
living im Schuyler County, in the Town of 
Cayuta, in what is familiarly known aa Pony 
Hollow, some 9 miles northeast of the Village of 
Horscheads. There he followed his business 
that of a carriage-trimmer. His shop and dwell- | 
ing-house were together part of ghe same baild- 
ing. His family lived in the second story, and 
his place of business was below, on the first 
floor. His family conmeted of a wife and two 
children, young in years. A sbort time since 
there went to visit Mr. Wood the ver of 
Mr. Charley Axtié, of this city, Mrs. Artie being 
a sister of Mrs. Wood. This girl was, we bear, 
about 16 years of age. The family thus com- 
prised, with Mr. Wood, the bead of the hovse- 
hold, retired as usual on Monday evening. Some 
time during the night Wadd ana his family were 
aroused from their sound slumbers by a sense of 
suffocation. 

Hastily springing up, Mr. Wood found the 
rooms full cf smoke and the house wrapped in 
lames. He sprang to the door leadicg dowa 
stairs, hoping to escape that way. On opening 
the door there wasa great rush of flames and 
moge covering and almost suffocating him. 
Scorched and blinded, be s'arted back. realizin 
that there was no hope of escape for himself — 
terrified family that way—as the entire lower 
nart of the bouse (the shon) was a farnace of 
fire, which roared and crackled. Rushing toa 
window be kicked out the sash, and crying to 
bis wife. who had risen with the children, to 
haod them down to him, he jamped to the 
ground. 

Tuat was the last he saw of his wife and chil- 
dren. Hardly bad be reached the ground when 
the floor fell in, carrying them all down into the 
raping flood of fire beneath. 

Tbe remains of Mrs. Wood and her two chil- 
dren, and Miss Axtle, were recovered from the 
ruins as soon as the fire died down.

The reconstruction of 
the cal Society has enabled the Ob- 
servatory to resume this important part of the 
work for which it was origipaliy designed; and 
the rest will probably follow at no distant date.

A WISCONSIN EDITOR. 
HIS REPORTED CONVERSATION WITH ME. STOREY. 

George W. Peck, the absent editor of the La 
Crosse Sun, writes the following accountof his 
experience during 8 recent visit to Chicago: 

Well, Chicago is a smart place. It is more like New 
York than any city on the continent. Everybody is 
full of busness, rushing here and there in an effort to 
make money.

He said he always went there at 1 o'clock, to lunch, 
and that he invariably ate a sags of Limbreger 
cheese, and drank a pint of po „ My friend said 
that if I would go with him we would lunch with the 
great Wilbur F. Storey. Though I had some misgiv- 
ings about the cheese, I determined to see Storey, if it 
turned my stomach wrong side out. So we took a seat 
aud waited for the unless man. The Store” isa 
beautiful place on Clark street, frequented only by 
ministers, journalista, and young men studying for 
the ministry. “The Store” was full, andI thought I 
had never seen 60 many promising young men in the 
whole course of my life. Occasionally there would be 
one with ac eye gone, and his companion would tell 
me how it happened. Usually the loss was occasioned 
by burning the midnight oil, in an effort to educate 
himself for the ministry. One young man had a black 
eye, and on Inquiry my informant told me that the 
young man had just established himself as pastor of a 
church on the North Side, and that he nad inaugurated 
a system of making toral calls on the ladies 
of bis flock, That the husband of one of his parish- 
foners came home earlier than usual and found the 
young minister drying bis wife's tears, with bis right 
arm around her waist and his left on her heart. Though 
the young minister told the husband that the matter 
was susceptible of explanation, and that ne only de- 
sired to see if the sister’s heart was enlisted in the 
cause, the husband lifted him one on the bead with a 
wash-bow!, which caused the eye to go into mourning. 

We whiled the time away in such religious discus- 
sious and beer until the appoimted time, and then a 
man came in with the proprietor of the place, and I 
stood face to face with Wilbur F. Storey, the graat 
editor of the Chicago Times, and Michael McDouakd, 
President of the Young Men's Curistian Association, as 
I was informed by my companion, I took Mr, Storey 
by the hand and suid thai I had never expected to live 
to ese thie dey. That I bad read of him, and that he 
bad been an important figure ia my dreams, That I 
had become o accustomed to seeing my name written 
on the margin of the (imes in his bandwriting that I 
felt that I w him. I asked him what he would 
take. He said he would take “‘Mumm’s Extra Dry. 
Supposing that it wus cheese that he wanted, and 
feeling that my purse would stand a couple of pounds 
ot cheese, at the least calculation, I told the tle- 
manly waiter to bring Mumm Extra Dry for four of 
us, Pretty soon he returned with four bottles of this 
cider that bad got bubbles im it, and began to open 
one.

He said the cares and responsibinties of a 
daily — were driving him into an untimely 
grave. He said he hed watched the Sun and was 
proud of it, and now his sole object in lite 
was to make his paper as near like the Sun as 
possible, in ita moral and religious tone. Just then a 
man came in with a bill for some paper. The bah 
amounted to 513. Mr. Storey said he had nothing but 
a $20 drait m his pocket. 1 told bim that I would let 
Mm have the mou, and I did so, and he insisted on 
my taking the draft. After he hed paid the man he 
said he must go, and I bade bim good-by, after hav- 
fing had one of the — interesting and instructive 
conversations that I ever had, with one of the first 
journaiists of the country. 

By the way, one of the most singular things con- 
nected with the meeting was the fact that Mr. M Don- 
ald insisted that I ordered the cider. I told him that 
all I ordered was some of Mumm’s dry cheese, but he 
got mad, and now my eye looks as though I had been 
caught making a pastoral call. I offered Mr, McDon- 
ald the draft that I got from Mr, Storey, but he said 
he had no change. When I went out of the store all 
of the young students seemed to look at me kind of 
queer, I thought.

MAYOR BRITTON REPLIES TO E. D. OOLVIN,

Maron's Orricr, Sr. Louris, Mo., Dec, 10, 1875,— 
The Hon. H. D. Colvin, Mayor of the City of Uhieageo: 
Dan Sira—I have the honor to acknowledge the ro- 
ceipt of your favor of the 7th inst., and have duly con- 
sidered its contents, la reply, I hasten to remove the 


apprehension expressed in your letter that the City of 
St. Louis contemplated in any way making Chicago 
“a world’s poor-bouse,” or imposing any exorbitant 
charges on the well-known beuevolence of its author- 
ities, In exercising the charities of the Executive in 
this city, and particularly in granting transportation, 
I endeavor to use the utmost caution, acting only in 
cases of urgent necessity, being desirous of protecting 
our own treasury, and also the authorities of other 
cities, from unnecessary burthens, 

If, as you intimate, nearly every week you are called 
upon for assistance by destitute families, who allege 
they were forwarded to your city by the authorities 
here, I beg to assure you that you are either being im- 
posed upon by the necessities of your own ple, or 
by the misrepresentations of paupers from other quar- 
ters, The City of St. Louis is able to take care of its 
owu poor, nor are our citizens backward in extending 
aid to the popuiation of other cities when afflicted by a 
public calamity.

Third—Ali purchasers of tickets will be re- 
quired to pay tor them at the time thev are se- 
lected. ‘he low price of sittings, aud the de- 
sirability of placing the movement on a firm and 
secure business basis, as well as to avoid troub- 
ling any one by the visits of a collector, has iu- 
duced the Committee to decide upon this last 
clause. As has already been announced, the 
scale of prices per sitting ranges from $5 to $20 
—sittings being obtainable at #5, $8, 610, $12, 
$15, and $20, a large majority of the sittings 
being at l and under. It is thought, with 
this uberal provision for the comfort and con- 
venience of the public, a church wiil be consti-

The views of Mr. Poole, the Librarian, were 
asked as to the relative merits of male and fe- 
male help, aud also as tothe amount of salary 
. ought to be paid. He declared unmistak- 
ably in favor of boys as being more active and 
willing to work, and thought $6 a week amplo 
remuveration, even if ladies were employed. j 

After further debate, it was decided that the 
vacancios should be filled; but the question of 
sex and remuneration was postponed to the next 
meeting. 

The next business was the election of a per- 
manent dent, vice Mr. Thomas Horne, re- 
signed. Mr. Shorey received the largest num 
ber of votes, aod was declared elected. 

It was decided to hold the regular meetings on 
the second and fourth Saturdays in the month 
instead of the first aod third, and the bour of 
meeting was fixed at 4 p. m. 

There being vacancies in several of the stand- 
ing committees, the Chairman was directed to 
reconstitute the whole committees, so, as Mr.
